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Quartet calls Israel, Palestinians 
back to the table 


UNITED NATIONS, (AFP) - 
The United States and other 
powers called Friday for the 
Palestinians and Israel to re¬ 
sume direct peace talks within 
a month and commit to seek¬ 
ing a deal by the end of 2012. 

The Quartet of the United 
States, Russia, the European 
Union and the United Nations 
acted after Palestinian presi¬ 
dent Mahmud Abbas formally 
submitted his request to the 
United Nations for Palestine to 
be admitted as a full member. 

The United States has 
vowed to veto the unilateral 
bid at the UN Security Coun¬ 
cil, arguing that the resump¬ 
tion of direct negotiations 
between Israel and the Pales- 
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tinians is the only real path to 
peace and statehood. 

Direct talks stalled in Sep¬ 
tember 2010 when Israel 
failed to renew a partial freeze 
on settlement construction in 
the occupied West Bank, but 
the Quartet urged both sides 
Friday to return to the table 
and plotted out a path forward. 

"We urge both parties to 
take advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity to get back to talks,” US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton told reporters on the 
sidelines of the UN General 
Assembly. 

"The Quartet proposal rep¬ 
resents the firm conviction of 
the international community 
that a just and lasting peace 
can only come through nego¬ 
tiations between the parties,” 
she said, alluding to US oppo- 


NICOSIA, September 23, 
2011 (AFP) - Aisha Kadhafi, 
daughter of the ousted Fibyan 
leader, said Friday that her fa¬ 
ther was well and fighting on 
the ground, as she attacked the 
country’s new rulers and called 
them "traitors”. 

"Remain reassured, your 
great leader is doing well. He 
carries weapons and is fighting 
on the fronts,” she said in a 
telephone message aired by 
Syria-based Arrai television, 
which regularly broadcasts 
comments from Kadhafi or his 
family members. 

"You can be proud of your 
leader,” she said addressing the 
"resistant people” ofFibya. 

Aisha Kadhafi, who fled to 
Algeria with her mother and 
two brothers late last month, 
called on the people to "rise” 
against the new rulers, saying 
members of the National Tran¬ 
sitional Council were "traitors 
who have broken their oath of 


sition to the Palestinian bid. 

Both Israel and the Pales¬ 
tinians said they were studying 
the Quartet proposals. 

Announcing the Quartet 
statement, which followed 
marathon talks in New York, 
EU foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton said "if ever 
there was a time to resolve this 
conflict it is now." 

It is now because Israel 
worries about its security, be¬ 
cause the people of Palestine 
have waited long for their 
country," she told reporters. 

The statement by the Quar¬ 
tet, whose envoys have been 
meeting intensively all week, 
emerged following talks in¬ 
volving Clinton, Ashton, 
Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergei Favrov, and UN Secre¬ 
tary General Ban Ki-moon.

'Moved' pope meets 
abuse victims in 
Germany 



ERFURT, (AFP) - Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI met with victims of 
sexual abuse by Catholic 
clergy Friday on a visit to his 
native Germany and expressed 
deep regret for their ordeal, the 
Vatican said. 

"Moved and deeply shaken 
by the suffering of the victims, 
the Holy Father expressed his 
deep compassion and regret 
over all that was done to them 
and their families," it said in a 
statement after the meeting. 

He spoke with survivors of 
molestation by "priests and 
Church personnel" and later 
with carers offering them as¬ 
sistance. 

The coordinator of the four- 
day visit, Hans Fangendoerfer, 
told AFP that the evening 
meeting with victims, three 
men and two women, had 
lasted half an hour and was 
"very, very emotional". 

The encounter had been 
keenly awaited during the 84- 


year-old pope’s visit to his 
homeland, which was rocked 
last year by revelations of 
widespread abuse over sev¬ 
eral decades. 

"He assured the people 
present that those in positions 
of responsibility in the 
Church are seriously con¬ 
cerned to deal with all crimes 
of abuse and are committed to 
the promotion of effective 
measures for the protection of 
children and young people," 
the Vatican statement said. 

The head of the Roman 
Catholic Church told re¬ 
porters Thursday on his flight 
to Germany that he sympa¬ 
thised with the tens of thou¬ 
sands who had turned their 
backs on the Church over the 
paedophile scandals. 

About 9,000 papal oppo¬ 
nents later demonstrated in 
Berlin while the pope ad¬ 
dressed parliament in a rally 
that focused in large part on 
the molestation scandals. 

The German Catholic 
Church was thrown into tur¬ 
moil last year as hundreds 
came forward saying they 
were abused as minors be¬ 
tween the 1950s and the 1980s 
amid allegations the crimes 
were swept under the carpet. 

Over the past year, large- 
scale paedophilia scandals 
have shaken the Catholic 
Church in a number of coun¬ 
tries, including Ireland, Aus¬ 
tria, Belgium and the United 
States.

MED El implants are consid¬ 
ered one of the 3 most success¬ 
ful devices in use today along 
with Cochlear Americas and Ad¬ 
vanced Bionics. Approximately 
188,000 people worldwide have 
received cochlear implants; for 
the most part from more techno¬ 
logically advance nations be¬ 
cause of the prohibitive cost of 
equipment and the procedure. 
Aruba’s national health insur¬ 
ance, AZV is now deliberating 
the merits of accepting the Cl as 
an allowable medical cost, and 
did cover a very small part of 
these inaugural operations. Doc¬ 
tors and hearing specialists in¬ 



volved acknowledge the earlier 
the Cl takes place, the better the 
chance of a child developing 
normal communication skills. 
Presently it is being funded 
through FEPO and donations 
from Quota, which has made 
hearing issues and preservation 
one of its banner causes for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Prime Minister Eman 
thanked Dr. Stokroos and all 
those involved for the estab¬ 
lishment of this vital procedure 
on Aruba, acknowledging what 
it means to the island’s future 
and that severely hearing im¬ 
paired youngsters and their 
parents can now harbor hope 
for a viable and successful so¬ 
lution.

San Nicolaas Barrio Yuwana Morto 
Being Transformed! 



SAN NICOLAS - The 
Yuwana Morto barrio in San 
Nicolaas is getting much more 
than a simple face-lift, it is 
being totally transformed. A 
great deal of work is being 
done on all fronts to convert 
this rather desolate and neg¬ 
lected area of San Nicolaas into 
a vibrant and model barrio. 
After all the transformation, the 
residents of this barrio will be 
proud to live there again. In a 
matter of weeks they will have 
the honor of welcoming the 
Royal Dutch Queen to their 
barrio. Queen Beatrix will pay 
this barrio a visit to see the 
changes and experience some¬ 
thing of the vision of Aruba’s 
government. 

Last Wednesday the Prime 
Minister and a group of those 
involved in the work process 
came together on the site to see 
how the work was progressing. 
Every where people were hard 
at work trying to complete 
most of the work in preparation 
for the visit of the Queen. 

The Prime Minister was 
very pleased to see how the 
work was progressing. The 
Yuwana Morto barrio is the 
first of the barrios to be reno¬ 
vated in the barrio projects. 
This barrio was chosen to be 
first simply because it was the 
most neglected and needy with 
unfenced homes, streets with¬ 
out sidewalks, without plants 
and streetlights. 

The Yuwana Morto Com¬ 
plex, just like the Pos Chikito 
Complex and the Jara Complex 
are replete with homes that 


were built without any vision 
nor concordance with the resi¬ 
dents. According to the Prime 
Minister, the people in these 
complexes received a house 
but not a home. A few months 
ago the government began the 
process for the renovation of 21 
barrios around the island. Basic 
things such as planting trees, il¬ 
lumination, sidewalks, a fence 
and a non-asbestos roof will be 
realized, says Eman. 

The change from asbestos to 
shingle roofs is taking place 
rapidly. Elmar NV, the electric 
company, is placing solar pa¬ 
nels on all of the new roofs. The 
electrical outhouses are finished 
and the electrical connections 
have been made. Telephone and 
Internet connec¬ 

tions are also being installed in 
a much more organized fashion. 

On each of the roofs in the 
Yuwana Morto homes a mod¬ 
em solar energy system will be 
in place. According to Eman, 
each family will receive a dis¬ 
count on their electric bill. The 
system being used is very mod¬ 
em. This is a type of vinyl, 
which will mn on the roofs of 


these houses. This system is 
both economical and efficient. 

The system being used will 
generate about 200-kilowatt 
hours per month of electricity 
for each home. 

Elmar will keep track of this 
in their calculations. An exam¬ 
ple of the discount is: someone 
who pays AFls.100 he will get 
a AFls.25 discount. This has 
not been accurately calculated. 
Eman believes that the vinyl 
probably produces more than 
200-kilowatt hours per month, 
but Elmar still has to pay for 
their investment of the pur¬ 
chase of the panels and the cost 
of the installation. This solar 
system will be implemented in 
other barrios around the island. 

According to Eman, solar 
energy will be introduced en 
masse around the entire island 
in keeping with the vision of 
modernizing our barrios. The 
Amba government is intent on 
making significant improve¬ 
ments both on the physical, 
structural aspects of our bar¬ 
rios, but also on the social as¬ 
pects bringing people closer to 
each other in the barrios.

Weak Tropical 
Storm Ophelia 
heading for 
the Caribbean 

MIAMI - A weakened Tropi¬ 
cal Storm Ophelia wobbled 
across the open Atlantic yes¬ 
terday and could soon be 
downgraded to a tropical de¬ 
pression, U.S. forecasters 
said. 

The U.S. National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said Ophelia, 
sapped by drier air and strong 
wind shear, upper-level 
winds that can tear a storm 
apart, could weaken into a 
tropical depression later dur¬ 
ing the weekend. 

It posed no apparent threat 
to land and energy interests in 
the far-off Gulf of Mexico 
were unaffected. 

Late yesterday, Ophelia 
was about 635 miles (1,020 
km) east-southeast of the 
Caribbean's Leeward Islands 
and its top sustained wind 
speeds had dropped to 40 
miles (65 km) per hour, the 
Miami-based hurricane cen¬ 
ter said. 

"The satellite appearance 
of Ophelia has continued to 
degrade and the system is 
looking less and less like a 
tropical cyclone," the center 
said. 

It said Ophelia could 
degenerate into a remnant 
low within the next two days. 
But its official forecast had 
Ophelia clinging, at the very 
least, to tropical depression 
status into early next week as 
it treks across the Caribbean.

Will faster-than-llght 
particles bypass 
Einstein? 



PARIS (AFP) - Physicists re¬ 
ported this this past week that 
sub-atomic particles called 
neutrinos can travel faster 
than light, a finding that — if 
verified — would blast a hole 
in Einstein's theory of relativ¬ 
ity. 

In experiments conducted 
between the European Centre 
for Nuclear Research 
(CERN) in Switzerland and a 
laboratory in Italy, the tiny 
particles were clocked at 
300,006 kilometres per sec¬ 
ond, about six km/sec faster 
that the speed of light, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

"This result comes as a 
complete surprise," said 
physicist Antonio Ereditato, 
spokesman for the experi¬ 
ment, known as OPERA. 
"We wanted to measure the 
speed of neutrinos, but we 
didn't expect to find anything 
special." 

Scientists spent nearly six 
months "checking, testing, 
controlling and rechecking 
everything" before making an 
announcement, he said. 

Researchers involved in 
the experiments were cau¬ 
tious in describing its impli¬ 
cations, and called on 
physicists around the world 
to scrutinise their data, to be 
made available online 
overnight. 

But the findings, they said, 
could potentially reshape our 
understanding of the physical 
world. 

"If this measurement is 
confirmed, it might change 
our view of physics," said 
CERN research director Ser¬ 
gio Bertolucci, a view echoed 
by several independent 
physicist contacted by AFP. 

In the experiments, scien¬ 
tists blasted a beam produc¬ 
ing billions upon billions of 
neutrinos from CERN, which 
straddles the French-Swiss 
border near Geneva, to the

kilometres (453 miles) away

Neutrinos are electrically 
neutral particles so small that 
only recently were they 
found to have mass. 

Hugely abundant but hard 
to detect, these "ghost parti¬ 
cles" are a by-product of nu¬ 
clear fusion from stars, such 
as the Sun. 

"The neutrinos arrived 60 
nanoseconds earlier that the 
2.3 milliseconds taken by 
light," Ereditato told AFP, 
adding that the margin or 
error was less than 10 
nanoseconds. 

Under Albert Einstein's 
theory of special relativity, 
however, a physical object 
cannot travel faster than the 
speed of light in a vacuum. 

Even if verified, however, 
the new findings would not 
entirely invalidate Einstein's 
brilliant insights, which have 
held sway for more than a 
century. 

"The theory of special rel¬ 
ativity will still be a good the¬ 
ory if you apply it where it is 
valid, but there will have to 
be some extensions or modi¬ 
fications," he said.

(AFP)— Facebook is packing 
movies, music, news and dig¬ 
ital books into overhauled 
profile pages crafted to serve 
as online homes for members 
of the world's largest social 
network. 

Major changes being 
rolled out in coming weeks 
will let members discover 
and share media content in 
real time while also artfully 
chronicling their lives. 

Facebook on Thursday in¬ 
troduced a new class of "open 
graph" applications that let 
people discover and share 
music, movies, books and 
news as well as seemingly 
lightweight experiences like 
bicycle rides. 

The applications will be 
integrated into overhauled 
"Timeline" profile pages that 
let people digitally map 
everything they've ever done. 

"The heart of your Face- 
book experience, completely 
rethought from the ground 
up," Facebook CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg said while an¬ 
nouncing the overhaul at

"The biggest challenge 
was to tell the story of your 
life in a single page," Zucker¬ 
berg said. 

"What Timeline does is 


show all the recent activity 
and then, as you go back in 
time, it starts summarizing 
the things you've done in 
your life." 

Facebook has no plans for 
an "app store" along the lines 
of the one run by Apple at its 
online iTunes shop. Instead, 
it will leave it to members to 
spread media sharing appli¬ 
cations. 

People will need to install 
third party applications to 
share snippets in Timeline 
profile pages, which will fea¬ 
ture privacy controls. Applica¬ 
tions will also require people 
to set data sharing "permis¬ 
sions" before they are used. 

Facebook said it has 
worked with privacy groups 
while developing Timeline 
and that it has made it simple 
and clear to control what in¬ 
formation gets shared with 
whom. 

Facebook users this week 
had complained about a bar¬ 
rage of recent updates in¬ 
tended to make it easier to 
manage the torrents of up¬ 
dates from friends. 

Palo Alto, California- 
based Facebook hit a new 
milestone this month with a 
half-billion people using the 
social network in a single 
day, according to Zuckerberg.

Obese now outnumber 
hungry, says Red Cross 



New Haiti cholera cases 
halved: UN 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - Obese 
people now outnumber the 
hungry globally, but hardship 
for the undernourished is in¬ 
creasing amid a growing food 
crisis, the International Feder¬ 
ation of the Red Cross warned 
Thursday. 

The Geneva-based human¬ 
itarian group focused on nutri¬ 
tion in its annual World 
Disasters Report, released in 
New Delhi, seeking to high¬ 
light the disparity between 
rich and poor, as well prob¬ 
lems caused by a recent spike 
in prices. 

In statistics used to under¬ 
line the unequal access to 
food, the IFRC stressed there 
were 1.5 billion people suffer¬ 
ing obesity worldwide last 
year, while 925 million were 
undernourished. 

"If the free interplay of 
market forces has produced 
an outcome where 15 percent 
of humanity are hungry while 
20 percent are overweight, 
something has gone wrong 
somewhere," secretary gen¬ 
eral Bekele Geleta said in a 
statement. 

Asia-Pacific director Jagan 
Chapagain called it a "double- 
edged scandal" at a press con¬ 
ference in the Indian capital, 
adding that "excess nutrition 


now kills more than hunger." 

The problem of hunger ex¬ 
isted not because there was a 
lack of food globally, he 
stressed, but because of poor 
distribution, wastage and ris¬ 
ing prices that made food un¬ 
affordable. 

Food prices have spiked 
globally in 2011, raising fears 
of a re-run of the crisis seen in 


(AFP) - While Americans 
whiten their teeth at a kiosk 
in a shopping mall, Euro¬ 
peans are facing tougher re¬ 
strictions to get their smiles 
pearly white. 

On September 20, the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission an¬ 
nounced new regulations — 
four years in the making — 
clamping down on teeth 
whitening kits, including 
strips, gels, and trays contain¬ 
ing higher concentrations of 
hydrogen peroxide. 

Whitening products over 
0.1 percent and less than 6 
percent hydrogen peroxide 
now will only be available to

among other factors, is seen 
as having contributed to the 
unrest witnessed in north 
Africa and the Middle East 
this year. 

"A new round of food in¬ 
flation... is plunging many of 
the world's poorest people 
into deeper poverty and situa¬ 
tions of severe hunger and 
malnourishment," the organi¬ 
sation said. 

The World Disasters Re¬ 
port is an annual publication 
by the group seeking to high¬ 
light an area of global con¬ 
cern. Last year's study 
focused on urbanisation, 
while 2009's was on HIV and 
health.

GENEVA, (AFP)-Thenum¬ 
ber of new cholera cases in 
Haiti has halved in the past 
two months but an upcoming 
rainy season may lead to a 
resurgence, the UN's human¬ 
itarian office said Friday. 

"There were 20,093 new 
cholera cases in August com¬ 
pared to 40,873 in July," Elis¬ 
abeth Byrs, spokeswoman for 
the Office for the Coordina¬ 
tion of Humanitarian Affairs, 
said. 

"But the situation remains 
fragile ... With the rainy sea¬ 
son about to start, there could 
be a resurgence" of cases, she 
added. 

A spokesman for the 
World Health Organisation 
said that although it was un¬ 


clear what was responsible 
for the decrease, improve¬ 
ments in sanitary conditions 
could be the cause. 

Cholera is rare in Haiti — 
an outbreak in 2010 was the 
first in more than a century - 
- and came as a surprise to 
country health officials. 

In a statement, OCHA 
added that if current trends 
continued, the number of new 
cholera cases is expected to 
reach 75,000 in 2011. 

The US Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
said in June UN peacekeep¬ 
ers from Nepal brought the 
strain of cholera to Haiti re¬ 
sponsible for an epidemic 
that has killed more than 
5,000 people.

World may see 'collapse of 
demand': Lagarde 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
chief Christine Lagarde 
warned Friday that the world 
could see demand evaporate if 
the United States and Europe 
fail to put their ailing 
economies back on track. 

"There are dark clouds over 
Europe and there is huge un¬ 
certainty in the United States 
and, with that, we could risk 
the collapse in global de¬ 
mand. "Lagarde Said. 

Lagarde, a former French 
finance minister and, since her 
appointment in July, the first 
woman to head the IMF, called 
on the Fund’s 187 member na¬ 
tions to put economic growth 
and job creation at the top of 
their priorities. 

But she warned that down¬ 
side risks on the horizon were 
"piling up." 

Those risks were being 
driven by a negative feedback 
loop between weak growth, 


weak balance sheets of sover¬ 
eigns, banks, and households 
and "what is very much per¬ 
ceived as inefficient political 
commitment," particularly by 
the markets, she said. 

She recalled that the inter¬ 
national community had acted 
together to face the 2008 fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

"We need to act now and 
we need to act together," she 
said. "Our problems can be 
largely economic, but the solu¬ 
tions are essentially political 
solutions." 

Lagarde singled out the 
United States and Europe as 
primarily responsible for the 
current crisis. 

The United States, the 
world's largest economy, needs 
to reduce its fiscal deficit, re¬ 
duce high unemployment and 
help relieve pressure on overly 
indebted households, she said. 

Europe, in the throes of the 
eurozone debt crisis, must deal 


urgently with the "twin prob¬ 
lems" of sovereign debt and 
bank debt. 

She acknowledged the del¬ 
icate balance of correcting 
deep fiscal deficits in Europe, 
the United States and Japan 
while trying to maintain 
growth. 

Lagarde emphasized the 
role of the IMF, which pro¬ 
vides analysis and lending to 
member countries, as a facili¬ 
tator in the global economic 
dialogue. 

"My hope is that on the oc¬ 
casion of this annual meeting... 
we actually come together suf¬ 
ficiently to establish a com¬ 
mon diagnosis to agree on a 
set of priority policies that you 
will feel comfortable — with 
the strength of us all — taking 
back home, to your leaders and 
heads of government, to actu¬ 
ally pave a path to decision 
making and a path to recov¬ 
ery." 


Indian rupee rises on suspected 
intervention 


MUMBAI, (AFP) - India’s 
rupee firmed from a 28-month- 
low against the dollar on Fri¬ 
day amid reports the central 
bank intervened in the foreign 
exchange market to prop up 
the ailing currency, traders 
said. 

The central bank was be¬ 
lieved to have stepped in to the

market after the Indian cur¬ 
rency hit 49.9 rupees to the 
dollar, a level last seen in May 
2009, as investors sought a 
safe haven in the US unit. 

The central bank interven¬ 
tion was believed to "have 
helped the rupee recover" from 
its low, a dealer at a Mumbai- 
based trading house said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

A spokesman for the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India (RBI) told 
AFP that the bank, as a policy, 
does not comment on rupee 


movements. 

The Indian unit strength¬ 
ened to 49.09 rupees after the 
reported intervention but then 
lost ground again and was trad¬ 
ing late Friday at 49.47 rupees 
to the dollar. 

The rupee's fall is fuelling 
India's inflationary woes, mak¬ 
ing imported goods such as 
foreign crude oil, on which the 
country relies, more costly. 

India's annual inflation is 
running at near double-digits 
and is the highest among major 
global economies.

EU hints at 2014 target for 
financial transactions tax 


BRUSSELS, (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission hinted on 
Friday that it may propose a 
tax on financial transactions 
across the European Union 
that could come into force as 
soon as 2014, earlier than an¬ 
ticipated. 

Asked during a news brief¬ 
ing about a planned introduc¬ 
tion of the tax in three years, 
taxation afffairs spokesman 
David Boublil said it was a 
"reasonable estimate" of the 
preferred date, whereas 2018 
had previously been floated as 
realistic. 

The European Union's ex¬ 
ecutive will table legislative 
proposals in the coming 
weeks, he said. 

Brussels wants this tax to 
provide direct income for the 
EU, rather than relying almost 
exclusively, as at present, on 
contributions to its 130-bil¬ 
lion-euro-plus annual budget 


from member states. 

The tax plan has picked up 
fresh momentum since Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy agreed to 
support the idea's development 
in August. 

However, non-euro states 
Britain and Sweden have made 
known their opposition — as 
have international partners 
such as the United States and 
other G7 members. 

The head of the French 
stock exchange regulator, 
Jean-Pierre Jouyet, said he was 
supportive in principle of in¬ 
troducing the tax, but warned: 
"You have to choose your mo¬ 
ment." 

He said a tax too soon 
would exacerbate rivalries be¬ 
tween European and trans-At¬ 
lantic bases for the financial 
services industry. 


US stocks end week with 
$1tn loss 


NEW YORK, (AFP)-An es¬ 
timated $ 1 trillion was wiped 
off the value of US stocks this 
week, amid heightened fears 
that the world economy is 
heading for another recession. 

After a string of warnings 
that Europe and the United 
States must do more to put 
their economies in order, the 
Federal Reserve on Wednes¬ 
day provided the straw that 
broke the market's back. 

The bank's warning, that 
there are "significant downside 
risks to the economic outlook," 
sent stocks into a tailspin with 
the Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age losing nearly 800 points 
over the next 24 hours. 

By the end of Thursday an 


estimated $103 billion had 
been wiped off the value of 
that 30-member index. 

But the sea of red did not 
end with the blue chips. 

According to figures from 
the Wilshire 5000, the broadest 
index available for the US eq¬ 
uity market, around $1 trillion 
was lost during the week. 

That made it the second 
worst week since October 
2008 — the height of the finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

Stocks eventually halted 
their downward slide on Fri¬ 
day, with the Dow ending the 
day just above the break-even 
mark despite ongoing gloom 
about the state of the global 
economy.

True story of Florida dolphin 
inspired Hollywood film 



CLEARWATER (AFP) - The 
injured dolphin washed up on 
the Florida shoreline in 2005, 
barely alive and given slim 
chances of surviving. 

Its flesh had been tom open 
by a fishing net, inflicting in¬ 
juries so severe that the ani¬ 
mal had to have its tail 
amputated. 

The story of the animal's 
eventual survival provided the 
inspiration for a new movie 
out this weekend, the kid flick 
"Dolphin Tale,” which critics 
have praised as sterling family 
entertainment and one of the 
year's best feel-good movies. 

The film is based on the 
story of a dolphin named Win¬ 


ter who lives at an aquarium 
here, and its convalescence at 
the Clearwater Marine Aquar¬ 
ium after after its near-fatal 
encounter with a crabbing net. 

The movie's script closely 
follows the same plot line. In 
"Dolphin Tale” the animal, 
just a few months old, is res¬ 
cued by a young boy named 
Sawyer and an altmistic doc¬ 
tor who saves its life. 

After her tail was ampu¬ 
tated, Winter's caregivers 
come up with the ingenious 
idea of outfitting the animal 
with a cutting-edge prosthetic 
tail that allows her to swim 
normally. 

Sawyer gets the idea for 


Winter's prosthetic tale after 
an encounter with his 
wounded soldier-cousin who 
recently has returned home 
from combat and has to be fit¬ 
ted with an artificial limb. 

Winter's real life caregivers 
in Florida said part of the 
challenge was to create a tail 
that was durable yet also sup¬ 
ple and pliant, because the in¬ 
jured bottlenose dolphin did 
not tolerate rigid materials 
against its sensitive body. 

The experts after trial and 
error created a sleeve from a 
sticky gel composite that slips 
down onto Winter's stump and 
creates suction when the pros¬ 
thetic appendage is applied. 

And as in the movie, Win¬ 
ter's recovery has been noth¬ 
ing short of astonishing. 

"Dolphin Tale,” the heir to 
those movies, has its release 
this weekend across the 
United States, and early re¬ 
views have been glowing. 

The A-list cast includes 
Ashley Judd, Kris Kristoffer- 
son, Harry Connick Jr and 
Morgan Freeman, who said he 
gravitated to the part because 
the movie represented good 
old fashioned entertainment.

Green Bay also has prob¬ 
lems on defence. Their pass 
defence took a hit when 
three-time all pro safety Nick 
Collins suffered a season¬ 
ending neck injury in the 
fourth quarter of last Sun¬ 
day's 30-23 victory. 

But on offence it has been 
a different story. Green Bay's 
Aaron Rodgers, who is one of 
the most spectacular quarter¬ 
backs in the league, has 
looked sharp, completing 70.8 
percent of his passes for 620 
yards and five touchdowns. 

Over the years the Bears 
have done a good job of 
keeping him in line. In five 
games against Chicago since 
2009, Rodgers is averaging 
230.6 yards with three touch¬ 
downs and four interceptions.

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Outrage, apology follows 
NHL banana toss 


Boxing probed over multi-million 
graft claims 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Hockey League com¬ 
missioner Gary Bettman said 
Friday that the tossing of a 
banana at a black player dur¬ 
ing a pre-season exhibition 
game Thursday night in 
Canada was ’’stupid and igno¬ 
rant.” 

The incident came during 
a game-ending shootout at 
London, Ontario, when 
Philadelphia Flyers right 
wing Wayne Simmonds, who 
is black, was skating toward 
Detroit Red Wings goal- 
tender Jordan Pearce. 

Simmonds, who had 
scored in the final minute of 
regulation time to level the 
game at 3-3, scored in the 
shootout as well but the Red 
Wings won the shootout to 
take the game 4-3. 

”We have millions of great 
fans who show tremendous 
respect for our players and 
for the game,” Bettman said. 
’’The obviously stupid and ig¬ 


norant action by one individ¬ 
ual is in no way representa¬ 
tive of our fans or the people 
of London, Ontario.” 

”It shocked me and I knew 
I had to keep going and get a 
shot off,” Simmonds said. ”It 
was certainly unusual. 

”1 don’t know if it had any¬ 
thing to do with the fact I’m 
black. I certainly hope not. 
When you’re black, you kind 
of expect (racist) things. You 
learn to deal with it.” 

Joe Fontana, the mayor of 
London, apologized to Sim¬ 
monds and the Flyers on be¬ 
half of the Canadian city. 

”It was a stupid and mind¬ 
less act by a single individ¬ 
ual,” Fontana said. ’’However, 
it reflects badly on our entire 
community. London is a di¬ 
verse and welcoming city and 
we like it that way.” 

There were 7,427 specta¬ 
tors at the 9,100-seat home 
rink of a Canadian junior- 
league team.

lONDON (AFP) - The tar¬ 
nished image of Olympic 
boxing faced fresh scrutiny 
on Friday over allegations 
that multi-million dollar 
bribes were paid to ensure 
fighters from Azerbaijan won 
gold medals at the 2012 
Games in London. 

An investigation by BBC’s 
Newsnight programme al¬ 
leged that $9 million was 
paid by an Azeri national to 
organisers of the Interna¬ 
tional Amateur Boxing Asso¬ 
ciation (AIBA)’s World 
Series of Boxing (WSB). 

The money was allegedly 
paid to secure gold medals 
for Azeri fighters competing 
at next year's Olympics. 


AIB A president Wu Ching- 
Kuo rejected the allegations as 
’’totally untrue and ludicrous.” 

”1 will immediately conduct 
an investigation into this be¬ 
cause there is a zero tolerance 
policy in AIB A,” Wu said. 

’’Any corruption or manip¬ 
ulation is totally unaccept¬ 
able. We have been cleaning 
the house for the last four 
years. I can guarantee you 
AIBA, like the other interna¬ 
tional federations, is fighting 
corruption.” 

Azerbaijan's boxing feder¬ 
ation vice-president Agajan 
Abiyev on Friday blasted the 
allegatipns as ’’absurd”. 

”1 think that the informa¬ 
tion was created by Azerbai¬ 
jan's enemies,” Abiyev said 


in comments published on 
the Azerisport website. 

The most notorious scan¬ 
dal involved Roy Jones, who 
was robbed of a gold medal 
at the 1988 Olympic Games 
in Seoul, when he lost a split 
decision to South Korea's 
Park Si-Hun despite out- 
punching his opponent 86-32. 

A hugely embarrassed Park 
held up Jones' hand to acclaim 
the American as the rightful 
winner while the three judges 
who voted for the Korean 
were later suspended. 

Scoring controversies also 
dogged boxing during the 
2008 Beijing Games, where 
several fighters complained 
of being cheated by judges.

Owners postpone camps, Drug cheat Ramirez 
cancel 43 pre-season games retires from baseball 


NEW YORK(AFP) - The 
National Basketball Associa¬ 
tion said Friday it has post¬ 
poned the start of training 
camps and canceled 43 pre¬ 
season games because club 
owners have not reached a 
new bargaining deal with 
players. 

Owners locked out players 
July 1 after the expiration of 
their prior contract and talks 
over nearly three months 
have failed to break the dead¬ 
lock over financial issues. A 
session Thursday ended with 
no new talks scheduled. 

As a result, the entire 
2011-2012 NBA season is in 
jeopardy of being wiped out, 
with the loss of games sched¬ 
uled between October 9-15 
the first step toward a possi¬ 
ble loss of some or all regu¬ 
lar-season contests. 

"We have regretfully 
reached the point on the cal¬ 
endar where we are not able 
to open training camps on 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - FIFA 
have barred Iraq from hosting 
football matches, including 
qualifiers for the upcoming 
Olympics and World Cup, 
until further notice, an Iraqi 
Football Association (IFA) 
official told AFP on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Iraq had previously hosted 
games at the Francois Hariri 
Stadium in Arbil, most re¬ 
cently on September 2 when 
the hosts and 2007 Asian 
champions lost 2-0 to Jordan. 

"We have received a mes¬ 
sage from FIFA that says that

Ahmed said the decision 
was taken by FIFA following 
the September 2 match due to 
the poor administration and 
organisation surrounding it.

ESPN television reported 
Thursday that Major Feague 
Baseball and the Major 
Feague Baseball Players As¬ 
sociation have concluded 
Ramirez is ineligible to play 
in the Dominican Republic. 


Dominican winter league 
team the Cibao Eagles said 
earlier this week that 
Ramirez was expected to 
start training with them soon. 
Ramirez played with the Ea¬ 
gles during the 1993-94 sea¬ 
son. 

The former World Series 
MVP Ramirez started the 
season with Tampa Bay but 
he abruptly announced in 
April he would retire rather 
than face a lengthy suspen¬ 
sion for a second failed drug. 

Ramirez served a 50- 
game ban two years ago after 
a positive test for human 
chorionic gonadotropin, a 
banned female fertility drug 
often used to mask perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drug use. 

The 39-year-old Ramirez 
was arrested last week and 
charged with battery follow¬ 
ing an alleged altercation 
with his wife in the bedroom 
of their Florida home. 

Ramirez was the most 
valuable player of the 2004 
World Series.
